Funding up in the air 
State’s uncertainty plagues RUSD board 


By BARBARA ERICKSON 


Ts Richmond Unified school board is considering a 
budget rebellion to protest state laws over education 
funding. 

After a hearing Wednesday on the district’s tentative 
$62.8 million general fund budget for 1983-84, the board 
agreed to ask the county if it could file a financial plan 
based on higher income estimates. 

The present plan, the board said, is a “paper budget” 
and ‘‘phony,” because it is impossible to predict income 
until the Legislature adopts its budget. Until the state 
budget becomes law, school districts are basing their plans 
on the governor’s proposal, a guarantee of 100 percent of 
this year’s allocation. 

And in spite of the uncertainties, school districts must 
file a tentative budget with their counties by July 1. 

Board member Frank Calton suggested filing a budget 


based on income from one of two education bills now 
passing through the Legislature. One provides about $2.3 
million more than the governor’s plan, and the other pro- 
vides about $3.5 million more. 

These measures would allow the district to restore cuts 
proposed for the next school year. Without them, Rich- 
mond Unified must cut about $2.2 million in programs and 
employee benefits to meet rising costs. 

The tentative budget, due to be adopted next week, 
cuts interscholastic sports, three secondary supervisors, 
supplies, and six clerical workers. It also asks employees to 
pay an increase in health benefit costs. 

“Tt doesn’t make a whole lot of sense to get people 
upset,” Calton said. “I would rather fiddle-faddle around 
with the county.” 

Superintendent Richard Lovette and business manag-

Feud at Madera School 


PTA president fights teachers’ union over comnetency issue

L CERRITO — Parent complaints about teaching 

quality at Madera Elementary School have led to an 

administrative investigation of the issue and an open 
rift between the school PTA president and the teachers’ 
union. 

The battle became public Wednesday night at a Rich- 
mond Unified school board meeting when Madera PTA 
president Rosemary Sutcliffe denounced a “hysterical let- 
ter’ sent out by a group of teachers and Ernie Ciarrocchi, 
director of the United Teachers of Richmond. 

The letter was addressed to Sutcliffe and charged her

with circulating “hearsay”’ and “innuendo.” It said, “The 
positive atmosphere at this school is methodically being 
destroyed” and claimed that the “overwhelming majority 
of Madera’s parents support the school despite your ef- 
forts.” 

Teachers sent the letter to parents of the 300 children 
in the school, the board, Superinf ndent Richard Lovette, 
and Madera Principal Judith Boe nm. 

In so doing, Sutcliffe said Wednesday, “the damage 
done was irreparable to me and the school community.” 
She suggested teachers rethink their support of the union

Eviction squashed in landfill case

The controversy between the city and Nicora began in 
March 1975 when the Albany City Council passed a resolu- 
tion limiting the type of materials that could be put in the 
fill. 

The city only wanted “clean fill’ because of certain 
engineering recommendations and because there were re- 
strictions on fill into open water. 

Albany and Nicora had been working together since 
1963, but when the city passed new rules in 1975 the rela- 
tionship deteriorated into protracted legal battles. 

Under the agreement, Nicora was to pay 3 percent of 
monthly gross receipts to the city, which, in turn, was to 
pay $2,000 a year for the right to haul its garbage to the 
dump. 

Nicora charged the city had breached its contract, so 
he sued. In 1980, a Superior Court judge ruled the city was 
justified in suspending the contract because of various 
problems the city faced from regulatory agencies with 
jurisdiction over the landfill. 

That case is still on appeal. 

Two years ago, the city brought an eviction suit against 
Nicora in Superior Court and lost. The Municipal Court 
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action is similar, and once again the city was dealt a set- 
back. 

Since Nicora and Albany have been at odds, neither 
has made the payments specified under the contract. Ni- 
cora says the city owes him about $16,000, and the city says 
Nicora owes it a like amount. 

In the current litigation, the city alleged Nicora lacked 
the proper insurance to run the landfill. Albany also 
charged he has failed to maintain a $15,000 performance 
bond since 1975. 

There was also a dispute about what landscaping, if 
any, had been performed by the city at the dump. Accord- 
ing to trial testimony, landscaping was undertaken at least 
three times with the help of the city’s Fire Department, but 
the trees failed to survive because of land movement and 
dust. 

“The city cannot selectively suspend ‘performance of 
the portions of the contract which provide revenue to ALC 
and then demand that ALC perform those obligations 
under the contract such as landscaping which involved ex- 
pense to ALC but cannot generate revwnues,” said attor- 
ney Joyce Glatt. 

In court papers, Nicora said the $2,000 fee the city is 
supposed to pay him is important because it represents ‘‘the 
city’s privilege of dumping, at no charge, an unlimited 
amount of fill on the landfill site... The city’s right to unlim- 
ited filling may have over time limited the fill that could be 
brought into landfill and charged for on the basis of cubic 
feet of fill.” 

He said the city’s refuse could ultimately reduce the 
amount of revenue from other fill activities.

“if this is the way they treat well-meaning people.” 

Ciarrocchi, who was not present at the meeting, said 
later that ‘‘a small group of parents at Madera were out to 
get a couple of teachers” and teachers had been “‘shadow- 
boxing” rumors all yéar. 

Since the issue came to a head this spring, five of the 
school’s nine teachers have asked for transfers. All of them 
signed the letter addressed to the PTA president and writ- 
ten on a UTR letterhead. 

School officials also say that Lovette has launched an 
investigation of the problems at Madera, considered one of 
the best schools in the district. : 

Sutcliffe said the issue points up the need for better 
evaluation procedures and was exacerbated by improper 
handling of parent complaints. 

“I wanted to avoid a witchhunt,” she said, “but we 
didn’t receive trust and cooperation.” 

Boehm was unavailable for comment. 

Sutcliffe said later that when she became PTA presi- 
dent a group of parents came to her with complaints about 
an upper-grade teacher. They had talked about their con- 
cerns with the teacher and the principal, she said, and re- 
ceived no satisfaction. 

The parents were trying to improve curriculum to 
make it more stimulating, especially for gifted children. 
Many of them, Sutcliffe said, were ready to transfer their 
children out of Madera if the teaching quality did not im- 
prove. 

She said she prepared a two-page summary of parents’ 
attitudes toward the upper-grade teachers in order to im- 
press Boehm with the severity of the problem. The parents, 
about 15 in all, suggested that the principal share the con- 
tents of the summary with the teachers individually. 


“We wanted the principal to be aware there was a 
problem,” she said, ‘‘and we didn’t want her or the teacher 
to feel there was anything going on behind their backs.” 
The summary was submitted to the principal in April. 

Sutcliffe also said she tempered the parents’ criticisms 
and added positive statements to the summary. 

Later, the parents tried to meet with teachers to dis- 
cuss curriculum, she said, but the meeting was set up so 
they could not address the issue, she said. When parents 
asked for another meeting, she said, Boehm suggested 
setting up an advisory committee on gifted curriculum in 
September. 

The principal had told the parent group that she would 
not show the document to the teacher, Sutcliffe said, and 
the parents thought the issue was over. 

But on June 13 Boehm told teachers of the document, 
and their reaction led to the UTR letter. 

Sutcliffe said she was shocked by “the idea for her to 
drop this in their laps at a faculty meeting and embarrass 
and humiliate (the teacher in question) in front of every- 
one.”

Iris Too shows multi-media works

hen Susan Klein, owner of the 

Solano Avenue store called Iris, 

opened her second store in North 
Berkeley, she wanted those who came into 
its gallery to feel free to comment upon the 
monthly exhibits. 

Today, nearly two years after opening 
Iris Too, Klein still welcomes feedback, 
especialy now that her own work is being 
exhibited in a two-artist show entitled 
“Two Too.” 

“Two Too,” which will run through the 
end of June, represents the efforts of Klein 
and Bey Parish, who manages the Iris Too 
shop in North Berkeley Center. 


“We thought it would be an interesting 
thing to do since both the owner and man- 
ager are artists in their own right,” said 
Parish, who exhibited in the gallery last 
year. Their work is different in tone and 
texture, he said, but added that they felt 
the juxtaposition and interaction of the two 
styles makes for an exciting show. 


Klein’s work includes collages, which 
she hopes will become part of a larger 
series. They are made from a variety of 
materials, including paint, photographs, 
sewing machine bobbins, newspapers, 
brown paper bags, nylon stockings and 
other fabrics. 


“These pieces are pleasant pieces,” 
Klein said of her work. “I guess that’s 
where I am right now — in a very pleasant 
state.” 


“Self Portrait” is representitive of that 
mood, she said, and includes pictures of 
her husband and 13- month old son as well 
as nylon stockings which express her femi- 
nine side, and a sewing bobbin and woven 
slide sheet which represents the love of 
sewing and crafts. 

Putting the exhibit together has made 
her once again feel like an artist, she said, 
an identity which often competes with her 
being a successful business woman and 
working mother. 

“Everone kept saying that what I’ve 
produced in the way of art has been a baby 
and a store. But I’ve got to do may own 
thing,” she said. c 

Klein never went to art school, but was 
influenced by her mother, an art teacher, 
and by the Louise Salinger Academy of 
Fashion and Design, where she learned

Klein also credits Albany Adult School 
for sharpening her artistic skills. Over the 
years she has taken classes in weaving, wa- 
tercolors and calligraphy, disciplines which 
now appear in her pieces. 

Klein met Parish through a mutual 
friend and asked him to manage the second ' 
Iris shop. He has worked as its manager 
since November, 1981 on a part-time basis 
and devotes the rest of his week to his 
art. 

Parish moved to the United States from 
England in 1979. On his first day in Cali- 
fornia, he answered an ad for a house in El 
Cerrito and has been living there since. 


Parish’s exhibited work consists of a 
number of drawings, several of which are 
part of “The Night Series,” a study of the 
way evening light changes objects and the 
environment. 

“At night, (light) becomes a little theat- 
rical, it’s almost like stage light,”’ he said. 
“There’s something a little eerie but also 
intriguing about seeing things in a different 
light, literally.” 


The idea for the series, on which he 
worked intensely for several weeks, came 
out of a conversation with a photographer 
friend, Parish said. Other ideas usually 
germinate over a period of time before he 
explores them more fully on paper. 


“Every now and then I jump out of 
what is usually a fairly controlled approach 
and just put down some immediate feeling 
that is just happening at that moment,” 
Parish said in reference to two other exhi-
